opgewekt wordt door de o der inge aanraking 
van verschillende metalen ia thans genoegzaam 
bekend ; onder de verschillende proeven, weike 
men met deze kolom kan nemen zyn voorname 
lyk, die op het menachelyk ligch»am de meest 
verbazende eo belangverweklvende; om die re- 
den geven wy hier een kort verslag van galva- 
nische proeven onlangs genomen t>p het lyk van 
een' misdadiger te Glasgow, 
beschreven dcor 
Andrew Ure. 


Hel voorwerp, waarop men deze proeven 


heeft genomen, was een menscb van middelba- 
re lengte, nagenoeg dertig jaren oud, van een 
schoon en sterk spierachtig gestel. 
Byna een 


uur lang was hy aan de galg gehecht geweest, 
en men bemerkte aan hem onmiddelyk, nadat 
hy was opgehangen, geene sluipachtige bewe- 
gingen hoegenaamd, terwyl een rooter, aan wien 
te gelybertyd het doodvonnis werd voltrokken, 
gedurende eta lang tyd9verloop duor geweldige 
bewegingen weid geschokt. 
Nagenoeg tien mi 


nolen, nadat hy van de galg was afgenomen, 
wetd hy in de onlleedkundige zaal van onze 
Hoogeschool gebragt.

od, when the ambition of kings, not satisfied 
with ihe calamity which it his occasioned in 
Europe, threatens to rekindle the flames of war 
throughout ihe western hemisphere,—was look- 
ed forward to with Ihe 
utmost anxiety—lt is 
worthy of the occasion and of the people des- 
tined 
to occupy so large a space in ihe futort 
history of the world ! 


Whatever lately were the intentions of the 
French ministers respecting South America, iü 
is now asserted, from undoubted authority, that 
English policy ho» prevailed in Pari» over that 
of Rus»i», and that not only will France not as- 
sist Spain In any attempt lo subjugate her for. 
Mer American colonies, but will view, not with 
indifi-rence, any support which Ron-da. or any 
oibcr nation may lend 
her for this purpose.— 
This is certainly a wise resolution on the- part 
of the French government, lot thi- independence 
ol the New American Stales must extend their 
commerce, and theieby increase the prosperity 
of Frenchmen. 
Russia blocked op nearly half 
theyear by impenetrable ice, can never partake 
of southern commerce until 
a prri be opened 


for her in the Dardanelles, and hence the aoxi. 
ely exhibited by her lo i.volve France in the 
expensive and hopeless employment of restor- 
ing America to Ihe yoke of the Bourbons, for 
without this or some other occupation for the 
French armies, end the British navy, he has not 
ihe most distant chance ol accomplishing ihe 
long and «tdently cherished design» of his em- 
pire against ancient Greece, now in possession.

This decree is dated Dec. 2, and is 


countersigned l.un Maria Salazar, whoremains 
»s minister of marine. 


By 'he second decree his majesty appoir.ls as 


president of his council Don Ignacio Martinez 
de Villein. 
This place was vacant by the refu 


sal of the dulte del InUnudo te acoept it. 


By the third decree, Saez, the king's former 
prime minister and confesaor, is nominated in 
the bishopric of Tortoaa, vacant by the death 
of Don Manuel Ros y Medrano. 
At the same 


time that he ceu>e» to be minister, he ceases lo 
be confessor lo the king. 


By the fourth 
decree, his majesty, " seeing 


the absolute necessity, for the good government 
of hi» vast monarchy, of establishing a council 
of state which may unite the knowledge at.tl 
ihe experience requisite te g<iide the resolution» 
of his sovereign authority," has nominated ten 
individuals, composed of persons elected f.-om 
ihe old coun«i| of state, existing on the 7th of 
March, IS2O, and others, to he a council of 
state. 
Mia majesty reserves the power cladd- 


ing to their number. 
His majesty, as well as 


hi» two brothers, may preaide at this council.— 
The counsellors named are, Bcwie, the duke of 
San Carlos, Dun Juan Perez Villanail, Dun An- 
tonio Vargas Laguna, Don Antonio Gomez Cal 
deron, Don Juan Baulisle de Erro, Dun Jusef 
Garcia de la Terre, and Don Juan Antonio 
Rojai. 


The ministers are, ex officio, members of this 


council. 


This decree is dated the 3d inst. and is coun- 


tersigned Casa Irujo, 


Whether any change of measures will be the 


consequence ef this change of ministers, we can 
not say. 
Thu general opinion is, that the new 


ministers are men of greater talent than their 
predecessors, and more likely lo act with the 
decision and energy which ihe exigencies of the 
country require. 
We consider Ferdinand, in 


his present condition, so little of a free agent, 
that without yet knowing tbe fact, 
,»e are mo 
rally certain these decrees have been Ihe result 
ef a direct inlluance exercis-J by ilia represen- 
tatives of those powers, or of that power, rather, 
which deiei mined opon the expediency of ihe 
late invasion of Spam. 
A short interval will 
probably develope ihe reasons for this change. 
Casa lrujo, who is placed at the head of the ad- 
ministration, is a man of talent, «nd was am 
bassador it» the court of France before the liie 
revolution. 
Ha is well known in the diploma 


tic world, particularly fcr h-,s negotiations in 
America, which terminated in tlie cession cf 
Florida io the United Stiles. Afler his reiurn 
to Sjjai», be was named by king Ferdinand in 
the early part of ISIS, «earetary of slate and 
despatches; but resigned that post in the latter 
part of the some ypar. 
In 
1819 lie was agiin 


employed, but shortly *flerw«ni» dismissed, and 
eniled to A'ila ; and a prosecution was even di
